indicates

in no other manner so publicly as in

allowed to roam its streets at their 
own sweet will. 
The bulletin of the board of trade 
adds this pertinent comment on the 
tragedy of Morgan street: 
“And in 
1834 this, as news, was worth only 
a paragraph. Nobody seemed to be 
excited over the pigs or the cholera. 
Should the same thing happen today 
ii would call for a full page illus­ 
trated story 
In

newspapers, a 
irass meeting of the social uplifters 
and several vacancies in the ranks 
of the sanitary inspectors.”

Great Care Should Be Taken to Work 
Out sn Efficient System of Drain­ 
age for Highways. 


(By JOSEPH HYDE PRATT. North Car­ 
ouba State Geologist.) 
The dirt road is more susceptible to 
damage by water than, of course, any 
of the specially surfaced road®; there­ 
fore, great care should he taken to 
work out an efficient system of drain­ 
age for the road. W ater must be kept 
away from the road, and the rain 
which fails on the road must be per­ 
mitted to run off as rapidly as pos­ 
sible, and by a very easy grade. 
It 
must not only be taken off the surface 
of the road as rapidly as possible, but 
also out of the side ditches. 
Care 
should be taken that these side ditches 
are not too steep, and that every op­ 
portunity is seized for turning the 
water out of the ditches into the ad­ 
joining fields. 
Many of our country roads are bad 
because in their construction no ar­ 
rangement was made for taking care 
of the water, and thus they are very 
muddy and filled with ruts and holes. 
Instead of the middle of the road be­ 
ing higher than the edges, so that the 
water can readily run off on each side, 
many of them are flat, or even con­ 
cave, w ith the center of the road the 
lowest pointe If the road has been 
constructed so that it is w ell crow ned, 
with the slope about one in twenty 
from the center of the road to the side 
ditches, and these ditches have been 
graded so as to readily take care of 
the water, and yet not steep enough 
to cause them to cut deep gullies on 
the side of the road, and if the water 
is taken from these ditches at every 
available point so as to prevent seep­ 
age of water under the surface of the 
road, there should be little difficulty 
in keeping the road in good condition. 
Very often it ie necessary to carry the 
water from one side of the road to the 
other; and when this is necessary, it 
should be done by means of either 
concrete, metal or terra cotta culverts 
or pipes which will carry the water 
under the surface of the road. 
After 
the system of drainage has been in­ 
stalled, provision should be made to 
keep it up, so that the drains and the 
culverts will not become stopped up. 
The surface of a dirt road should be 
kept of dirt, and whenever any holes 
or ruts have developed in the road, 
they should not be filled up w ith stone, 
or’ brush, but with dirt, and with dirt 
as nearly as possible of the same char­ 
acter as the dirt composing the sur­ 
face of the balance of the road. If, on 
the other hand, holes or ruts are filled 
with rock, gravel or brush, the wear­ 
ing effect will be uneven, and the 
wheels will begin to scoop out holes 
just beyond or on the opposite side of 
the road from the hole filled up. 
If 
there are stumps or rocks in the road, 
they should all be removed, bo that the 
dirt surface can be smoothed over and 
brought to an even slope from the cen­ 
ter to the ditches. After the road has 
been well constructed and the right 
slope and surface obtained, it can be 
k ept in this condition very readily by 
judicious application of the split-log or 
K l** drag.
